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PURPOSE:To enhance transferability, minimize distortion and improve birefringence by reducing heat 
transfer from molten resin to a cooling medium for cooling molten resin provided in a mold by means of a 
stamper integrated with a synthetic resin layer and slowing cooling speed of molten resin when molten 
resin flows into a cavity of the mold. 

CONSTITUTIONS stamper 8 with a synthetic resin layer 13 integrated on the back thereof is laid on the 
mirror face of a core 4 on the movable side by means of a stamper clamping component 5. As the 
synthetic resin layer, heat insulating resin with electrical conductivity more than antistatic such as, for 
instance, polyimide film or polyimide resin is used. As the integrating methods for the stamper 8 and the 
synthetic resin layer 13, the coating method to coat synthetic resin on the back of the nickel stamper by a 
spinner or the like, and the laminating method to laminate synthetic resin films coated with heat hardening 
adhesive agent (epoxy type) are availed. By said constitution, the stamper can be laid on more easily, and 
solidifying speed of molten resin can be slowed down to manufacture the products with superior 
birefringence and transferability at a good yield. 
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
